OUR POLICIES A PERIL,
DECLARES GEN. MACOMB

War College's President Says
Motto, Monroe Doctrine and Open Door in

China Demand a Powerful Defence.

W'AfliiNiiToN, Jan. 22. Hrlg.-Oe- n. M.
M. Macomb, head of the War College, In
testifying before tho Senate Committee
on Military Affalta y told of the
foreign policies of this Government
which are most likely to Involve tho
United States In war. Un. Macomb's
testimony was listened to with great In-

terest beeauso lie Is tho head of a corns
of exierls whose business It Is to atudy
the problems likely to confront this Gov-

ernment In event of war. ,
"Several of our foreign policies whldh

seem simple enough to u may be cause
for trouble," aald Gen. Macomb. "Take,
for Instance, the old policy of no en-
tangling alliance.". That means we will
have no allies nnd therefore must be pre-
pared to stand alone. Others are the
Monroe Doctrine, which Is becoming now

sort of composito akalr hut which may
not be satisfactory to every ono; tho open
door In China and the Astatic exclusion.

"Any of these policies may conflict
with some world Power. Hchlnd our
Isillcy we must have somo force. Even

diplomatic policy cannot bo carried out
successfully unless the diplomats know
that they have force, behind them. Other-
wise these policies will have little his-
toric valuo and they will play no Brent
part In the world.

Army and .) Mrenarth.
"Our navy. It seems to tne, must bo

largo enough to defend not only our
coast. nnd harbors but to go out or the
high seas, seek the enemy nnd destroy
him. To some this would suggest that
such a navy would permit us to dlspenso
with an adequate army, as the navy
would be expected to destroy every ap-
proaching enemy. Tho reverse Is true.

"Without mi adequate army at homo
the navy would nuvcr be allowed to go
out upon the seas. It Is tho adequate
army that will glvo the navy a free
hand. It is on this basis that wo have
figured out the tueds of the army.

"We estimate that wo will need a
mobile force of about DOO.OOO men, reg-
ulars nnd their reserves, with additional
civilian reserves of some training. We
need enough regulars to garrison the
oversea possessions and defend the con
tinental coast. Wo would need SZ.OOn
men abroad and 120,000 regulars at
home,

"These of course must be supported by
the reserves, which would be de eloped
In the course of about eight years.

"The War College Inus taken up the
question of how to encourage enlist-
ments for theie larger forces. It has
been suggested that every man capable
of bearing arms should be Indexed, nnd
when enlistments fall below tho needed
number conscription could follow.

UK UIiAMES VENTILATORS

Miller rieese Hutchison, chief engineer
nnd versonnl representative of Thomas
A. lllson, ndmltled yeelerday at the
naval court of Inquiry probing the K-- 2

explosion that he had not Informed the
submarine's commander, Lieut Charles
M, Cooke, that the excessive generation
of hydrogen pis under the battery con-

ditions obtaining ot the time, waa a
menace, Not only that, but the phe-

nomenon was a new one, not fully
appreciated and not thoroughly Investi-
gated. He knew, he said, that gas was
given off under those conditions, but
considered the ventilating svstcm as he

had suggested It aulTUient to make fhe
mixture of gn anil air safe,

Tho examination of Mr. Hutchison by
Cnpt. William Jt. CI. Uullard, chairman
nt the court, and Judge Advocate I.leut.
.1. O. Plshfr wag aimed apparently to
tlx responsibility for tho 's battery
ventilating' e.vsteni entirely upon Mr,
Hutchison mid other Kdlson representa
tives. Mr. Hutchison would not accept
any such icsvonwlblllty. Ho tried to
iltaw- - u dletlnctloit between the Ventilat-
ing svstem uad the cooling system
When pressed by 'Lieut.

"Why didn't you Inform Lieut. Cooke,'

minute through tho battery compart
ineutfl and he nsstimed that capacity was
obtained, l.'.eut. objected to as
sumption, but Commander Mctirann
said that Mr. Hutchison was simply
Irving to establish his position with re-
gard to the whole matter and whut he
knew about the facts as tendlnc to show
what ho believed lo have been tho cause
of the explosion.

Mr. Hutchison recalled that when he
was lecturing to a cIush of naval ofllcers
at the Hdlson plant last December he
told them that tho lMlson storage bat-
tery could li discharged to zero and
that no injury would rtt-ul- t to tho cells
If they reversed and began charging
again Nothing would happen, he In
formed them, except the evolution of gas.
He ndinittiil that perhaps his remarks ut
that time were not pointed enough, but
he did not consider himself responsible
for the design of the '. ventilating
svslein' "I am willing to admit," Interrupted
Lieut. Fisher, "that he was not re-

sponsible for that, bdt the point 1 make
is that all the information he had was
given to naval olllcers who are re
yponnlhlr."

NAVY LISTING SHIPS

AVAILABLE FOR WAR

lso Oettiiiff Data on Ability
of Private Yards to Turn

Out Auxiliary Vessels.

MOTOR BOAT RKSKKYK TOO

WabiiinotoM', Jan. 22. Kollowing
along the general tfues of the work helng
done by tho War Department In collect
ing information concerning the avail-
ability of the railroad resources of tho
country In time of war tho Navy Pes
partmcnt, It was learned Is

actively engaged In tabulating compre
hensive report on the extent to which
private shipowners, shlpbulldcm nnd
mnnufncttltem rould be depended on to
supply tho needs of the nsvy In time
of emergency.

Tho collection of the Information Is
being done under the personal super-

vision of Admiral William S. Penson,
chief of operations of tho navy. Olllcers
under him etalloned at the various ship-
yards and munitions plants and others
canvassing other factories) are reporting
to him almost dally on information
which the private companies nrn furnish.
Ing them with, As fast ns these reports
are received In the bureau of operations
cople of them are made and sent to the
Naval War College to nn llieu away as
permanent records.

The first concern to tne uepartmeni
has been to obtain all possible informa-
tion as to tho number of American ships
In the foreign nnd coastwise trade which
could bo transformed on short notice Into
naval auxiliaries and supply ships, their
tonnage, age, accommodations and gen- -

eral seaworthiness.
From the shipbuilders the representa

tives of the Department are collecting
Information concerning the extent to
which these yards could turn out addi-
tional auxiliary ship In the event of a
sudden declaration of war.

Certain of tho officer. have been r--

signed to the task of Ititornstlng private
owners of motor boats and otnor small
craft In the organization of reserve
squadrons for use against hnstllo sub- -

marines, (ireat lirltaln Having iounu
those small boats when properly armed
Invaluable for this purpose.

Careful records nre being kept or tne
output of the various munition factories,
tt being the purpose fit the ccpanmeni
to ascertain the extent to which the navy
In timo of war might depend on these
factories to keep the magazines full on
board of the lighting craft.

While It Is believed that many or tnese
plants probably will go out of business
at the close of the war In Kurope or be
turned back to the use to which they
were formerly nut. the Navy Department
believe the Information obtained Is In

valuable In showing what facilities
might be affonW' In time ot need.

In still another direction tuo Depart
ment Is making special Inquiries. In
addition to finding ships nnd lighting
material for the navy In time of war ono
of the big problems would be that of
supplies. Fuel, oil nnd coal, in

quantities would be required
for tho hollers on the r. Food
and clothing for the sailors would need
constant replenishing.

Therefore representative. of the D-
epartment have been assembling vast
iiuantltles of detailed Information from
private manufacturers In these lines, s
much nn official of tne navy said to-

night that by the time all the data nre In
hand the Depattnimt will bo In position
at n moment notice to organlzo :v

eotnvlelo supply eervico for ever thing
which the navy would need.

No attempt ha lieen made as yet In
connection with the collection of Infor
mation concerning available auxiliary
merchant ships to reach any understand-
ing with the private owners regarding
the price at which these vessels could
be chartered. With tho material in
hand, however, otlkiato believe that the
Department would be In much better
position to ileal with the owners than
it wan, for examjile. at the time of the
war with Spain, w1m.ii exorbitant prices
were paid in tanne caees for worthless
hulks.
